Following a continental break- 
fast in the break room, guests 
were welcomed by 34th District 
Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green. Judge Brian A. Oakley 
was confined to adeptly han- 
dling a busy docket in his court- 
room. Judge David M. Parrott 
was absent from the event due 
to a death in the family. But, 
Judge Parrott was pleased at the 
Court participation for the 
event. 

“Tt was great that so many 
employees took this opportuni- 
ty to show their kids how hard 
they work,” said Judge Parrott. 
“Ym sure the kids came away 

_ with some good ideas for career 
opportunities.” 

Al Hindman, Director of 
Security showed the. Court visi- 
tors the three Courtrooms and 
prisoner holding facility before 
getting the opportunity to view 
the metal detection site by 
Court officers, Neil Jones, Dan 
Mefford, Bruce Preston, Dan 
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Sanford and Tom Schmidtke. 
After a series of enthusiastic 
questions for the court officers, 
it was time to see the job 
responsibilities of their 
host and what is required 
to process the paperwork 
through the Court system. 

Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green accompanied Hind- 
man on the tour of the stark 
prisoner-holding facility. 
“When that door slams, 
you don’t want to be on the 
other side,” Green told the 
youngsters. 

The Civil Department 
welcomed four young peo- 
ple who were under the 
guidance of court clerks; 
Tracie Coffee who brought 
her son, Joey, and Jac- 
queline Peagler brought 
her grandchildren: Shan- 
trice Tatum, Donald Myles 
Jr, and Aaron Myles. 
Clerk Linda Palmatier vol- 
unteered to take Shantrice 
under her supervision for 
the day to allow all the chil- 
dren time to fully under- 
stand the department ex- 
plained Civil Department 
Director Oneita Davis. 

“The children followed a 
day-long agenda which 
gave them not only a view of 
the Civil Department’s work 
schedule, but also how the 
Court interacts with the venues, 
police, fire and canine units,” 
said Davis. “We are glad to say 
that this yearly experience 
becomes a learning environ- 
ment for all of us.” 

While a busy day was taking 
place inside the Court, outside 
was also a flurry of activity. 
Serveral invited police and fire 
vehicles and officials were on 
hand to share their experiences 
with the youngsters.

But, not to be out- 
done was the Van Buren SWAT 
team truck containing a wide 
variety of firearms and manned 
by SWAT Team Commander, 
Sgt. Greg Laurain and Officer 
Mark Buckberry. Van Buren 
Officer Mark Buxton showed 
up on the police motorcycle 
while Detectives Mike Moen- 
ing and Ken Floro gave de- 
tailed information about the 
equipment in the walk-through 
Marine dive trailer. Van Buren 
Lt. Ken Brooks coordinated the 
efforts of all the officers along 
with highly impressive array of 
essential equipment. 

Romulus proudly displayed a 
Romulus fire truck manned by 
Romulus firefighters, Dan 
Perron and Scott Ladach, The 
Romulus Police Department 
sent Officers Cliff West and 
Mike Grant who showcased 
their vehicles to the delight of 
Hunter Suchy and Cody 
Springer. Both youngsters sat 


in the vehicle and utilized the 
siren. 

Judge Oakley was able to 
break from his busy docket to 
visit with many of the 
youngsters. “I was very 
pleased by the participation 
of our staff,’ said Oakley. 
“T was also delighted at the 
positive response we 
received from the public 
that were at Court on 
Thursday.” 

Visitors enjoyed a lunch 
of pizza, pop and salad 
while Judge Green present- 
ed certificates of participa- 
tion. She also handed out 
souvenir bags purchased by 
court employees that con- 
tained coloring books, 
crayons, handcuffs and a 
GREAT (Gang Resistance 
Education and Training) t- 
shirt from Officer Keith 
Nickrand of the Huron 
Township DARE program. 
The group was joined by 
McGruff, the crime-fight- 
ing dog who mingled with 
the youngsters and posed 
for photographs. 

“Tt was wonderful to see 
so many youngsters visiting 
our Court,” said Judge 
Green. “I hope that they 
came away with a greater 
understanding of the Court sys- 
tem and its many components.” 

Following lunch, Executive 
Lt. Thomas V. Mitchell, bomb 
squad commander with the 
Wayne County Airport Police, 
spoke with the visitors citing 
current safety concerns and pre- 
cautions. He brought with him 
several pieces of bomb detona- 
tion gear that were passed 
around to observe. 

Belleville Police Sgt. Robert 
Dawson followed with com- 
ments of values and morals and 
how youngsters cope in today’s 
society. “The society in which 
we live seems to be going to a 
point where if it’s not mine 
what do I care,” said Dawson. 
“Tm telling you, you need to 
start caring.” 

The Canine presentation con- 
tinues to be the highlight of the 
day each year as Terry and 
Diane Shoenbach showcase 
their extraordinary canines. The

Academy, Romulus train ca- 
nines for 56 law enforcement 
departments.
